A he became president in 

He is well known as an authority 
on the Philippines and has served 
the government in several capac- 
ities in the islands. 

In 1900 he was City Superintend- 
ent of Schools of Manila, later be- 
coming Director of Bducation of 
the Philippines. In 1810 he re- 
turned to the University of Cal 
fornia as a profeasor of education, 
became dean of the graduate 
school, and served as dean of the 
faculty until] 1913, when he became 


president. 

Dr. Barrows has written several 
authoritative books on the Philip- 
pines. In addition to hie attain- 
ments as an educator he has served 
in the United States Army. 

Hie rank was that of a lieuten- 
ant-colonel in the cavairy. He saw 
active duty in the Philippine Is- 
mace and Siberia from 1917 to

START QUIZ ON 
BORDER DEATHS

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

LAREDO (ren.) June 13.—It 
may never be known how many 
Italians and other aliens have been 
lured to retiote points along the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande, 
under the pretense that they would 
be smugsled into the United 
States, and then murdered for the 
money that they carried. Agents 
of the Italian government are in- 
vestigating the mysterious disap- 
pearance of many of the national- 
ists of that country who were 
known to have gotten as far as 
the Rio Grande and then dropped 
out of sight. 

Since the murder of six Italians 
a few weeks ago, a few miles above 
Nuevo Laredo, by Mexicans who 
had contracted to smuggle them 
across the river, the Italian consu- 
lates in the United States and 
Mexico have received letters from 
Italy inquiring about many Ital- 
ians who had gone to Mexico in 
the hope of reaching the United 
States and had not been heard of. 


REPORT THIRTY KILLED 

It was recently reported that 
the bodies of thirty men had beep 
recovered from the Rio Grande at 
a point near where the six Italians 
were murdered. There has been 
no verification of this rumor and 
it is not credited here. It is stat- 
ed, however, that the Mexican au- 
thorities of Nuevo Laredo are con- 
ducing an investigation with the 
view of discovering whether there 
has been a wholesale murder of 
aliens along the border. The my=s- 
terious disappearances may never 
be cleared up, it is stated, for the 
reason that it would be possible 
for the murderers to bury the bod- 
ies of their victims in isolated spots 
where the chance of discovering 
them is remote. 

The six Mexicans, father and five 
sons, who were arrested for the 
murder of the slx Italians, are in 
jail in Villadama, a smal! town be- 
tween Laredo and Monterey. They 
have not yet been tried for the as- 
serted crime. The bodies of the 
murdered men were heavily 
weighted and thrown into a deep 
hole in the Rio Grande, twenty- 
three miles above Laredo. There 
were seven Italians in the party, 
but the seventh one, though shot 
and left for dead, managed to 
make his escape and dragged him- 
self into Columbia, Nuevo Leon, 
arriving there the following morn- 
ing and giving the alarm. 


CONTRACT MADE 

The lItallans had made a con- 
tract, it is sald, with the men 
named Lozanos, who own a ranch 
near where the murders were com- 
mitted, to smuggle them into the 
United States in violation of immi- 
gration laws, the price paid by the 
Italians being $28, or $4 a head, 

The Italians were supposed to 
have had considerable money, and 
when they reached the crossing- 
place and had undressed prepara- 
tory to wading the river, they were 
murdered in cold blood, all save 
one, who, badly wounded, feigned 
death and afterward made his es- 
cape and told of the slaughter. 

The man is now in a hospital in 
Monterey under the charge of the 
Italian Consul here, and will ap- 
pear as the main witness against 
the six men should they ever be 
brought to trial. 

The bodies of the murdered 
Italians were recovered from the 
Rio Grande.

Before these preparations, however, the 
French government is not flinching.

Perhaps the French understand the Ger 
man psychology better than peoples far 
ther removed from them. It is traditional 
in France that the Germans are easily bul- 
lied, once they have been cowed. More 
over, the French believe that, with the 
Ruhr industries closed, Germany has not 
the means to equip and provision an army 
sufficient to cope with the 800,000 men now 
in the field under French colors. 

Whatever the future may hold, peaceful 
solutions seem to be no longer considered 
on the continent of Burope. Force is now 
king. Right unsupported by arms is re- 
garded as a pleasant fiction. It seems 
daily less probable that war between 
France and Germany can be averted. Per- 
haps ft was the unavoidable result of our 
failing to enter the League of Nations, and 
the failure of the British and American 

to indorse the defensive al- 
liance treaty that was negotiated at Paris 
and signed by President Wilson and Lloyd 
George. 

What might have been it is now bootless 
to recall. We must face the future as it 
will be, not as it might have been. 


President Harding's contemplated vis- 
it to Alaska will naturally draw attention 
to the great Territory farthest north of 
Uncle Sam's dominions. It should do more, 
however, than merely call public notice to 
that mighty empire of undeveloped re- 
sources aud limitless possibilities.

Accoutrements have 
been made neat. The squat cannon, thrust through openings in the 
trenches, have been loaded. Suddenly the men look toward the crest 
of the hill, where, accompanied by his staff and mounted on his horse, 
George Washington appears at the base of the tall pole—a staff cut 
from a near-by forest. Near him stands a little group of soldiers, one 
of them holding a flag whose stripes of red and white ripple from his 
arms in the strong wind. There is a low word of command. The new 
standard goes quivering, fluttering and tugging at its halliards to the top 
of the staff. A wild cheer sweeps along the line of the Continental Army 
of America. Cannon and muskets blaze and bellow. Caps go whirling

The Second Continental Con- 
grets adopted the Stars and 
Stripes as the national flag in the 
year 1777. According to tradition 
Betsy Ross designed the original 
emblem in her upholstery shop on 
Arch street, Philadelphia. On 
June 14, 1777, John Adams intro- 
duced in the Continental Congress 
the following resolution which was 
alopted unanimously: “Resolved, 
That the flag of the thirteen Unit- 
ed States shall be thirteen stripes, 
alternate red and white, that the 
union be thirieen stars, white on 
a blue Jeld, representing a new 
constellation.”

AGED WOMAN 
“DIES IN BATH 


Body Found After Home is 
Broken Open 


Apoplexy Apparently Cause 
of Her Demise 


Was Living Alone at Orange; 
Inquest Today 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
ORANGE, June 13.—Local au- 
thorities today broke into an 
apartment at Maple avenue and 
Olive streets and found the body 
of Mrs. E. S. Chandler, 83 years of 
age, a widow, in a bath tub. She 
was alone in her apartment, and 


apparently had died shortly after 
stepping into the tub. 

Death, presumably from apo- 
plexy, occurred about three days 
ago, as she was last sen alive at 
that time. The body was half 
submerged in water. The apart- 
ment was tightly sealed, the win- 
Gows being gown and the doors 
locked from the inside in accord- 
ance with an eccentric custom of 
the aged occupant.

CHICAGO, June 13.—A three- 
day hearing before the United 
States Rallroad Labor Board on «a 
request for increases in wages for 
members of the United Brother- 
hood of Maintenance of Way Em- 
ployees and Rallway Shop Labor- 
ers employed by about thirty rail- 
roads, ended late today. Repre- 
sentatives of the carriers and the 
union leaders reviewed their ar- 
guments in brief summaries. 

F. H. Fijozdal, president of the 
union, in presenting the closing ar- 
gument for the increases, ranging 
from 8% cents to 15 cents an 
hour, asked the board to take 
cognizance of the living conditions 
of many of the members of his 
organization, and reasserted that 
the rate of pay now being paid 
to many of them precludes the 
possibility of an “American” 
standard of living. 

Representatives of the carriers 
denied that there is a general up- 
ward trend of wages outside the 
railroad industy other than that 
which is due to seasonal activi- 
ties. 

They asserted that the cost of 
living has not advanced sufficiently 
to warrant an increase, and that 
agreements signed recently by the 
union and several carriers for in- 
creases ranging from 1 cent to 3 
cents an hour, refute the organt- 
gation’s arguments for the in- 
creases asked.
